Conntry-m. Now I fee, here was a Legal 
Bar to the Inclinations of the People (upon 
which themfelves fet up) and where their 
Ineref? and Afobb cou’d not Prevail. 


(2.) Rehearf. But ther is a Latitude gi- 
ven even after the faid fixft of September, 
That if any be Affumed by the Kirk Judie 
catorses, upon their Certificat, fuch fhak be 

dmitted and Allow’d to Qualify bimfelf by 
taking the Oath of Allegiance, and Subfcribing 
the fame with the Alfurance. 
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Countryni. So then, being Affum’d by the 
Kirk Fudicatories was a Neceflary Qualificati- 
on for taking the Oaths to the Government. 
Yet thefe men tell us now, That nothing 
was Requir’d but taking the Oaths to the 
Government | And that the Epifcopal Clergy 
there had not only Toleration, but Compre- 
benfion t00!

That the more might come under this 
Claufe, which Excludes them from the Be- 
nefit of taking the Oaths, till they were 
firft Affum’d by the Kirk Judicatories. And 
fo the Doer was Nail’d faft upon them for 
ever thereafter. 


(3.) Rebearf. But, Country-man, you muft 
fuppofe the Kirk Judicatories to be Men of 
Senfe and Moderation, and that they wou’d 
Affume the Epifcopal Clergy upon Reafonable
